By Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, July 18.—The body of 


Nathan Swartz, whose father informed 
the police that his son was the slayer 
of 14-year-old Julia Connors, was found 
“early today on the fourth floor of a 
tenement house on Christie street. 
Swartz had ended his life by inhaling 
gas. The body was identified by Detec- 
tive Joseph Brennan. 

Swartz hired the room eight days ago 
under the name of Max Hirskowitz, 


from Max Kaplan. Early today Kaplan 
smelled gas. On investigation he found 
Swartz in bed with the end of a gas 
tube that ran from the middle of the 
ceiling tied to his mouth. Examination 
by a hospital physician showed the man 
was dead. 
Written in lead pencil on his collar 
were the words: “I am guilty and in- 
_gane.” 
There were several pleces of news- 
_lying around and on one of these’ 
was written the sentence: 
 “— was sorry the minute after I did it. 
‘So don’t cry for me.” 
Letter for His Mother. 
A letter was found addressed to 
wartz’s mother, in which he confessed 
his guilt, and telling her not to cry 
her eyes out. 
- The note was as follows: 
&*Jaly 17.—This is only to my dear old 
mother, who I am always homesick for, 
and same to the rest and pa, whose 
word I am taking by doing this. 
' “% want to say that if I was happened 
to be revived, in order to be executed, 
‘J will take that medicine just the same. 
“My last job was at the Pocketbook 
Aanutaeturins Co., at 74 Grand street. 
He owes me for two days’ work. Please 
*pecure pay and give it for me to my 
smother, for she is very, very poor, and 
for the truth my brother has lots of 
money and doesn’t want to settle the

Sheehan, Chairman of Executive 
Committee, Says That Was 
About the Sum. 





NO TRUST CONTRIBUTIONS 


Appeal for Money General—Aid 
Sent Especially to Colorado, 
Maine and Nebraska. 





WASHINGTON, July 18. — The 
Democratic campaign fund's total 
was about $1,000,000 when Alton B. 


Parker ran for President in 1904, ac- 
cording to W. F. Sheehan of New 
York, who testified today before the 
Senate committee investigating cam- 
paign funds. 

Sheehan was then chairman of the 
Democratic National Executive. 
Money was sent by the committee, he 
said, to — Colorado and Ne- 
braska. 

“To Maine, did you say?’ asked a 
Senator. 

“Yes, with very gratifying results 
to the Democrats.” 

“Iiow much was sent to Nebraska?” 
inquired Senator Oliver. 

“I think about $15,000.” 

“Mr. Bryan was the candidate*for 
the Senatorship that year, was he 
not?” 

“I don’t remember exactly; 
dates for the Senatorship 
not” \ 

“Well, I think he was,” interrupted 
the Pennsylvania Senator. 

Sheehan said he had remembered 
August Belmont was a large con- 
tributor that year, and Senator 
Oliver asked if Thomas F. Ryan con- 
tributed in the same campaign. The 
witness responded that he did. 

Sheehan wanted the committee to un- 
derstand when he estimated the Demo- 
cratic fund in 1904 at $1,000,000, he was 
not contradicting August Belmont, who 
“guessed” on the stand that the amount 
was $600,000 or $700,000. 

“Tt is all a matter of memory,” in- 
sisted Sheehan. “I think the National 
Committee used directly about $300,000. 
I think there came through the commit- 
tee some contributions for specific use 
in New York State. I have an impres- 
sion that amounted to about $200,000.” 

The witness declared the committee 
made a rule at the beginning of the 
campaign not to accept money from 
any trust. He believed no such contri- 
butions were made directly or. indi- 
rectly. 

“There was $10,000 contributed,’’ began 
Sheehan, Py the American Sugar Re- 
fining Co.—not by Mr. Havemeyer—to 
the State Committee. Before the check 
was cashed we heard about it and it 
was returned.” 

Senator Clapp asked the witness for 
the names of contributors of more than 
$5000. 

“IT recollect Mr. Belmont chiefly be- 
cause of his testimony,’’ replied Shee- 
han. “I was away up in Maine much 
of the time and did not have so much 
to do with the raising of funds. There 
were others who contributed more than 
that sum, but I cannot remember them.” 

General Appeal for Funds, 

“Who was most active in securing 
money?” asked Mr. Clapp. 

“Why, Senator, various people were 
soliciting on their gwn responsibility. 
The members of the committee were 
active. People were circularized. We 
published requests for funds. Demo- 
crats or others interested in the suo- 
cess of the ticket came in to inquire if 
it was satisfactory for them to get out 
and raise some money.” 

“Did you solicit?’ 

‘Not much. I devoted my energies 
to other work.”’ 

Sheehan said the late Daniel 8. La- 
mont assisted him in collecting money. 
Col. Lamont had been connected with 
corporations, he said, but he could not 
remember what ones. 

Asked if he could tell the committee 
where it could find Charles Hall, assist- 
ant treasurer of the National Commit- 
tee in 1904 and in charge of the finance 
books, Sheehan said he thought Hall 
might be in Albany. 

“He is a lawyer and a perfectly re- 
spectable man,” added Sheehan. 
Chairman Clapp returned he meant no 
reflection on Hall but that the commit- 
tee had been unable to get in touch with 
him. 

“Did you take any part in the cam- 
paign of 19087” Sheehan was asked just 
before he was excused from the stand. 
“Only as a contributor,” he replied. 
Other witnesses will be called later. 
They will include Representatives LioyT 
and McKinley, chairmen, respectively, 
of the Democratic and Republican Con- 
gressional Campaign Committees. The 
date of further hearings and the extent 
to which the Inquiry will go have not 
been decided.

Brief and formal proceedings in Judge 
Milier’s division of the Criminal Court, 
Thursday, relieved Mrs. Minnie Martell, 


a fortune teller of 612 North Broadway, 
of all suspicion cast upon her by the 
police of Birmingham, Ala., who 2aused 
her to be put under an $80 commun law 
bond July 2 to answer any charge that 
might be brought against her. 

Long before court opened Mrs. Nellie 
Dillard, who came*here from Birming- 
ham to look at Mrs. Martell, had let 
the authorities know that the St. Louis 
fortune teller bears little if 
semblance to the “Mme, Page,’ who, 
in the fall of 1909, swindled Birmingham 
women out of $7000, including $2000 of 
Mrs. Dillard’s money. 

Tells Name, Is Discharged. 

Judge Miller called Mrs. Martell and 
her bondsman before him immediately 
on convening. 

“Are you Mrs. Minnie Martell, 
North Broadway?” asked the Judge. 

“TIT am,’ was the answer. 

“Mrs. Martell, you are discharged,” 
said the Judge. 

Mrs Martell walked from the court- 
reom, accompanied by her attorneys, 
Baker and Gernez. Mrs. Dillard, who 
had occupied an inconspicuous seat in 
the rear of the room, also arose and 
went out with her mother, her little 
son and a Birmingham detective. 

In the corridor, Mrs. Martell said, “I 
would like to see that woman who 
caused my arrest,’’ and Gernez pointed 
out Mrs. Dillard. 

“Oh, you are the woman who was at 
my house yesterday?” said Mrs. Mar- 
tell, as the two shook hands. 

Denies Causing Arrest. 

“I didn’t have you arrested,’ said 
Mrs. Dillard, almost in a whisper. “I 
was almost compelled to come here and 
look at you. I. never have made the 
slightest charge against you.” 

Mrs. Dillard then departed immedi- 
ately for the American Hotel, where she 
registered Wednesday on arriving in St. 
Louis. She wore a black suit, a gray 
silk traveling coat and a black straw 
hat with a very broad brim. 

Mrs. Martell said she was unable to 
understand why she had been arrested, 
but had learned that a woman looking 
something like her had used her name 
while posing as a fortune teller in dif- 
ferent cities. 

It was learned from detectives that 
Mrs. Dillard, with her. mother and Wil- 
liams, went to Mrs. Martell’s home 
Wednesday afternoon. While the older 
woman had her fortune told, Mrs. Dil- 
lard stood behind Williams and looked 
intently at Mrs. Martell. On departing 
Mrs. Dillard told Williams she was posi- 
tive Mrs. Martell is not the Mme. Page 
sought by the Birmingham officials. 

Lost $2000 by Buying It. 

Mrs. Dillard, dispatches say, tost ner 
$2000 by burying it in compliance with an 
order from Mme. Page. It is believed 
that the fortune teller or an accomplice 
spied on Mrs. Dillard and watched her 
bury the money. 

When Mrs. Dillard learned and report- 
ed a short time later that the money 
was gone, many prominent women of 
Birmingham rushed to the police with 
stories of lost money, gold and silver 
jewelry, diamonds and other precious 
stones. The police searched everywhere. 
Mme. Page had vanished. Among the 
papers left in the house she had occu- 
pied was found a postal card sent to 
her from St. Louis and reading as fol- 
lows: 

“Mother can’t sit up and is dying. 
Your sister, “ANNA.” 

Seeress Moved in Good Soctety. 

Mme. Page, according to the dis- 
patches, operated very cleverly in Bir- 
mingham. For five months, the police 
say, she moved in the best society as a 
woman gifted with clairvoyant powers 
and collected from her new friends 
many valuable jewels to be held as 
“charms” while the wishes of the client 
were being worked for. She always 
returned the “‘charms’’ to their owners 
and in this way gained the confidence 
of some of Birmingham’s wealthiest 
women. 

The wife of a Birmingham banker 
gave Mme. Page a diamond neaklace 
to hold as @ charm. The claizwoyant 
wore it a week and returned &. The 
charm had worked. When ghe had be- 
come thoroughly trusted by her asso- 
ciliates, she collected an unusually val- 
uable lot of “charms” and disappeared. 
The woman who had loaned the diamond 
necklace lost a ring set with a large 
diamond. Other women ‘lost necklaces, 
brooches, precious stones in rare sét- 
tings, and money. It is estimated that 
Mme. Page got away with about $7000 
in money and jewels.

VAN SICKLER MUST 
ENDURE GHAINS IN 
HONDURAS PRISON 


State Department Says Irons 
Are Customary There Because 
of Insecurity of Jails. 








State Department officials, according 


to dispatches to the Post-Dispatch from] 


Washington, say that Courtlandt B. Van 
Sickler, the St. Louis young man in 
prison at Truxillo, Honduras, 
story. was told in the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday, may have to endure the. 35- 
pound weight attached to his left leg. 
This treatment, the department has 
learned, is the one customary for pris- 
oners accused of capital offenses. 

Van Sickler, accused of murder, having 
shot and killed F. P. Shaw at Iriona, 
June 4, says he fired in self-defense 
after Shaw had threatened him with a 
revolver and had applied an offensive 
epithet to his wife. 

When he gave himself up to the au- 
thorities, Van Sickler was put in chains. 
The judge who is to try him ordered 
the chains riveted on securely, Van 
Sickler says, remarking that the pris- 
iner had caused him to lose a good in- 
come as Shaw had much influence in 
official circles. 

Thorough Inquiry Ordered. 

The State Department has instructed 

its representatives in Honduras to in- 
vestigate thoroughly the prospect of 
Van Sickler’s case. They also have 
been instructed to do all they can for 
his comfort, and this may mean that he 
will have a cot, instead of continuing 
to sleep on the floor. 
' But the leg irons, the department of- 
ficials say, are a part of the regular 
treatment of prisoners in Central Amer- 
ican countries, when the charge is a 
capital one. The insecurity of prisons 
there is said to be the principal reason 
for this practice. The Truxillo prison is 
4% long, low, whitewashed building. 

Van Sickler is a nephew of Mrs. 
George H. Augustine, wife of the vice- 
president of the Carleton Dry Goods 
Co., and a son.of Mrs. W. H. Van Sick- 
ler of 6916 Yon Versen avenue. 


Friend Defends Van Sickler. 

Harry Ehlers of 5874 Clemens ave- 
nue, a close friend of Courtlandt B. 
Van Sickler, while Van Sickler lived 
in St. Louis; says he always found that 
Van Sickler was peaceable in his ways. 

Tragedy has thrice, in the last year, 
befallen Americans living in Henduras. 
Last September Consul Gard, who rep- 
resented the United States at Ceiby, 
shot and killed himself, three days after 
the arrival of his successor, George F 
Davis. Davis, a St. Louisan, was 
drownte. last February, and Shaw, wno 
witnessed the drowning, was killed by 
Van Sickler in June. 

A 8t.. Louls man who lately returned 
from Central America was in Truxillo, 
Honduras, shortly before the killing 
of Shaw by Van Slickler. The St. 
Louisan, whe, because of business re- 
lations, did not wish his name to ap- 
pear, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday of the circumstances under 
which he met Shaw.

I 
have endeavored to secure the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of our present 
law, which require trat all property 
shall be returned for the purpose of tax- 
ation, equally assessed and taxed in 
proportion to its value. 

Hig Efforts Nullified. 

“The efforis that State Treasurer 
Cowgill and I have made in this regard 
have been ineffective an account of the 
opposition of the other three members 
of the State Board of Equalization, con- 
sisting of E. W. Major, J. P. Gordon 
and Cornelius Roach, 

“The result of their action is that 
only a small portion of the personal 
property of the State is returned for the 
purpose of taxation. The entire assess- 
ment of personal property in the State, 
such as moneys, notes and bonds, 
amounts to $112,533,237, while the money 
deposited in the banks of Missouri on 
the 2th day of February, 1912, amounted 
to $451,586,620, and the average daily de- 
posits in the banks of Kansas City, St. 
Louis and St. Joseph alone amount to 
$282, 835,476. 

The result is that those people whose 
wealth is principally invested in intangi- 
ble personal property, such as moneys, 
notes and bonds, do not bear their just 
proportion of the expenses of Govern- 
ment, and the owners of real estate 
and the people of ordinary means bear 
more than their just burden of taxa- 
tion. 


But it is a fact that the position that 
they have taken in this matter has 
worked for the- benefit of the men of 
large wealth who desire to escape pay- 
Ing their just portion of the burdens 
of taxation, and to the detriment of the 
farmers and the small property owner. 
I believe that we should make an hon- 
est effort td enforce laws now wpon 
the statute books before experimenting 
with a new system.”

REMARRIED HERE 


Mrs. Emma Patterson of New 
York Says Husband Misrep- 
resented the Facts. 


Five years after his divorce and after 
he had remarried and was living happily 
with his second wife at 6201 Kingsbury 
place, John B. Patterscen has been called 
upon to defend a suit of his first wife 
to have the divorce set aside. 

In a petition of 24 typewritten pages, 
Mrs. Emma F. Patterson of New York 
tells a strange story of her domestic 
troubles.

Attorney-General Holds Lorimer 
Never Was Elected, So Leg- 
islature Alone Can Act. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ml., July 18.—A ttor- 
ney-General Stead in an opinion sent to 
Gov. Deneen holds there is no vacancy 
in the office of United States senator 
from Illinois, and that the Governor 
has not the power to appoint a senator, 
following the expulsion of William Lori- 
mer. ; 

The Attorney-General cites the case o 
Lee Mantle of Montana, and Matthew 
S. Quay of Pennsylvania, and decides 
that the Lorimer case is analogous to 
those two, as the two other cases which 
are recent, involved the question of the 
power of appointment of @ senator by a 
State executive, where the Legislature 
of the State, though legally organized, 
at the proper time had failed td elect. 

The Attorney-General says that the 
Senate having determined that Lori- 
mer’s election was invalid, it follows 
that, so far as the question of the pow- 
er of the Governor to appoint fs con- 
cerned, the situation is the same as if 
the Legislature of Dilinois, of 1909, had 
made no attempt to elect a senator to 
succeed Albert J. Hopkins, whose reg- 
lar term expired on March 8, 1909. 

In other words the legal effect of the 
determination of the Senate that. the 
election of Lorimer was invalid, is that 
the Legislature of Illinois, of 1909, failed 


to elect a senator. If that he correct, 
adds the Attorney-General, the Lorimer 


case, so far as the power of the Gov- 
ern6ér to appoint is concerned, is identi- 
cal with the cases of Mantle and Quay.

Writing on Returned Suitcase 
and Letter From Former Em- 
ploye Declared to Be Similar.

Two letters and a mail parcel are held 
by the police as evidence against Hattie 
Reigle, member of a respectable High- 
land (Ii.) family, who is accused of the 
theft of jewelry and clothing valued at 


home of John R. Cullinane, 6149 Cab- 
anne avenue. 

Miss Reigle was arrested at her home 
Wednesday at the request of the local 
authorities, but Wednesday night the 
police of Highland notified Acting Night 
Chief Hess here by telephone that they 
had released Miss Reigle on her own 
recognizance in consideration of the 
high standing of her. family in the 
community. They assured Hess that 
she would appear in. St. Louis volun- 
tarily, accompanied by an attorney, and 
reply to the charge against her. 

Lareeny Information Issued. 

Acting on the evidence furnished by 
the letters and mail package, Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Rosskopf issued 
an information charging Miss Reigle 
with larceny. 

According to a story related to Ross- 
kopf by Detectives Dempsey and Va- 
sey, Miss Reigle, who is 20 years. old, 
came to St. Louls several weeks ago 
and obtained a position as maid in the 
Cullinane home. Her purpose in ac- 
cepting * menial work, the detectives 
\scid, was to get acquainted with St. 
Louis social customs and manners. 

When Miss Reigle suddenly departed 
from the Cullinane home a week ago 
her employers missed a suit case con- 
taining jewelry and articles of wearing 
apparel, all valued at about $200. Culli- 
nane visited the Reigle home and ques- 
tioned Miss Reigle about the disappear- 
ance of the articles. She indignantly 
denied having any knowledge of the 
matter and her father, it is said, or- 
dered Cullinane from the premises. ‘ 

A few days later Mrs. Cullinane re- 
ceived a letter from Miss Reigle, in 
which the latter reiterated her innocence 
and pleaded with Mrs. Cullinane not 
to think her dishonest. 

Suit Case Is Retained. 

The following day Mrs. Cullinane was 
surprised to receive the missing suit 
case ,through the mail, It had been 
sent from St. Jacobs, Ill., which is only 
three miles from Highland. In the same 
delivery of mail Mrs. Cullinane received 
an unsigned letter, in which the writer 
stated a gypsy woman had given her 
the sult case and as it contained Mrs. 
Cullinane’s name she was sending it to 
the owner. 

Comparison of the handwriting in the 
letter sent by Miss Reigle and in the 
note and on the wrapper about the suit 
case prompted the detectives to ask for 
an information against Miss Reigle. They 
submitted the handwriting to Rosskopf 
and he issued it at once. 

Although the police here have no 
cause to doubt the sincerity of Miss 
Reigle’s statement that she will come 
here voluntarily they will ask Gov. Had- 
ley to request extradition.

The St. Louis Women Lawyers’ Club, 
composed of two practicing attorneys, 
one who has practiced and several who 
may practice some day, is the newest 
addition to the city’s list of organiza- 
tions. Its object is educational and 
social. The members will study civics, 
co-operate for their common good and 
discuss suffrage unofficially and in- 
formally. 

The president of the club is Mrs. Vic- 
toria Conkling Whitney, who practiced 
law here several years ago and led one 
of the city’s first suffrage clubs. Its 
vice-president is Miss Caroline Thummel, 
practicing attorney and avowed suffra- 
gist, with a dignified disregard for the 
word “suffragette?’’ Many of the other 
members also are in favor of votes for 


women, but the club, nevertheless, is not: 


committed to suffrage. It is a society 


of lawyers. 
19 Women Admitted to Bar. 

“There are 19 St. Louis women who 
have been admitted to the bar or grad- 
uated by reputable law schools,” said 
Miss Thummel Tuesday at her office in 
the Mechanics-American Bank “%uild- 
tng. “Only 11, however, attended the or. 
ganization meeting at the Planters Ho- 
tel Monday night, but we hope to get 
the others interested later. 

“Miss Adelaide O’Brien is the only 
member, besides me, who is practicing 
now. She has an office in the Lig- 
gett Building. Mrs. Whitney, however, 
plans to resume her practice here this 
fall. The majority of the others are 
law stenographers who studied law in 
night classes and Nave not seen their 
way clear to open offices. 

“Tt is harder for women to get start- 
ad in the law than it is for men. Near- 
ly all the young men graduated from 
law school are sons of lawyers and 
can step right into good positions. Our 
members, on the other hand, are self- 
supporting and must make their way 
alone. That es some of them hesi- 
tate about tackling the starvation period 
of five years or more, which confronts 
the graduate who has no backing.

ALL HANDS DENY 
TAFT BOMB STORY 
WITH MUCH VIGOR 








Wilke and Allen Declare No In- 


fernal Machine Was Sent to 
President. 





By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 18.—A circum- 


stantial story of the attempt on the life 
of President Taft is betng denied vigor- 
ously today by White House officials 
and Chief Wilkie of the secret service. 
It was said that a bomb, wrapped in 
a package, was received late yesterday 


at the executive offices and placed upon 
the desk of Sherman Allen, one of the 
White House assistant secretaries, who 
has just been appointed Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

The package was intended for the 
President, but packages and letters 
never reach him without first passing 
through the hands of a secretary, and 
Mr. Allen opened it. 

Contained Six Pounds of Dynamite. 

The report was that as Allen un-' 
wrapped the package he discovered an 
infernal machine, said to have been 
charged with six pounds of dynamite 
and with fuse sputtering, which he 
quickly extinguished with his hands. 

Allen emphatically denies the story, 
as do all the other White House of-- 
ficials. Chief Wilkie of the secret serv- 
ice, who is charged with guarding the 
life of the President, also denies it. 

It has always been the policy of the 
secret service and White House of- 
ficials to deny publicity to any incident 
which savors of an attempt at violence 
upon the President. 

Though the story as published is very 
circumstantial, it is pronounced wholly 
unfounded. 

When Secretary Allen reached his 
desk at the White House this morn- 
ing* he denounced as absolutely untrue 
the published story of his having 
opened an infernal machine intended 
for the President 

Allen’s Hands Undamaged. 

“The thing is a complete hoax," ae 
said. “There is not a word of truth in 
it. I haven’t a burn on my hand from 
‘extinguishing the fuse.’ ”

OF HISTORY 


SEVENTEEN-YEAR-OLD _ girl—: 
slender, almost childlike in looks, 
and with big, frightened eyes— 
- faced a New York audience on 
Nov. 29, 1825. It was a notable occasion, 
not only for her, but for New York as 
well, For that night she was introduc- 
ing Italian opera into America. There 
had been almost no opera worthy the 
name in the United States up to that 
time, and Italian opera was unknown 
here. 


The girl was Maria Felicita Garcia. 
Her father, Manuel Garcia, was Eu- 
rope’s foremost tenor. When Maria 
was only 9 years old he brought her 
from Paris to London, and there began 
to teach her to sing. The next few years 
were torture to her. Garcia scolded 
her, howled at her, beat her, frothed at 
the mouth over her mistakes in singing. 
She was horribly afraid of him, and 
with good cause. But whatever Garcia 
may have lacked in gentleness and self- 
control, he was a miraculously fine 
teacher, and by the time Maria was 16 
he had made her not only the finest 
singer of the day, but one of the best 
actresses as well. 


It was when she was 16 that Maria 
got her chance. The celebrated prima 
donna Pasta fell ill just gefore the per- 
formance in London. and Garcia's little 
daughter took her place. In one night 
the girl sprang into fame. She was 
hailed as a peerless beauty and a flaw- 
less singer. London went wild over 
her. A score of men fell in love with 
her. But it was easier for the heroes 
of old to slay the dragons that guarded 
the enchanted Princess than for any 
lovelorn swain to elude old Garcia’s 
vigilance and find the opportunity for 
breathing vows of adoration to Maria. 
The father guarded his daughter with 
fierce vigilance, and when suitors be- 
came too numerous and too persistent 
he whisked her away to Ameriga. 

But it was a case of “out of the fry- 
ing pan into the fire.” On her first ap- 
pearance in New York (the opera was

This fortune she lavished 
freely among the poor and the dis- 
tressed. Her marital experience 
made her wary of taking love vows too 
seriously. Despite the havoc she wrought . 
among men of'all stations she remained 
heart-free and happy. 

But a few years later she had a real 
love affair. She chanced th meet Charles 
de Beriot, a young violinist. On both 
sides it was a case of love at first 
sight. On March 29, 1835, she and De 
Beriot were married. Their wedded life 
was ideally happy. But it was also 
pitifully brief. Less than a month after 
the wedding the bride was injured by 
a fall from her horse. She apparently 
recovered from the hurt and went on 
with her musical engagements, But @ 


‘few months afterward, while she was 


singing in a concert at Manchester, En- 
gland, she fainted. She was carried to 
her hotel, where, after a short illness, 
she died. 

She was only 28 years old at the time 
of her death, But her art had already 
captivated the whole world and she. had 
won more hearts than almost any other 
woman of her day.

Season’s End Nears and Red 
Sox Have a Big 
Lead.

The nearer October draws the more 
it seems that the Red Sox of Boston 
are going to be the American League 
pennant winners. That's because the 
Athletics of Philadelphia have failed to 
cut down the lead of the Hub aggrega- 
tion, which right now is nine and one- 
half games over the Mackmen. 

A year ago the Athletics were off to 
a bad start, as happened this season, 
and it wasn't until July 4 that the 
world’s champions jumped into the lead. | 
It wads expected that they would re- 
peat this year, but the half-way mark 
has been passed and the baseball mon- 
archs are not within hailing distance 
of Speaker, Lewis & Co. 

In fact, the Red Sox do not rorm the 
only obstacle for the Mackmen to over- 
come. The Pesky Climbers of Washing- 
ton are still hanging on, to the surprise 
of everybody but Griff—and maybe, in- 
wardly, the Old Fox is astonished too. 
But the fact is the Nationals are in 
second place and refuse to be shaken. 


Nationals Never Have Led. 
At no stage of the race has the Wash- 
ington team been in front. They have 
been hovering around second plade ever 
since that sensational Western jaunt, 
but the team has seldom been within a 
half dozen games of the pacemakers. 
Like the Athletics, the Nationals gener- 
ally lose whenever the Red Sox drop a 
show, and that fact prevents thes¢ teams 
from edging up on the Bostonese. 
Every team usually has its slump dur- 
ing the championship race, and recently 
nothing like that has affected the Red 
Sox. In fact. much misfortune came to 
the team in the early part of the season. 
During April and the early part of Max 
it rained considerable in the East, and 
prevented the players, especially the 
pitchers, from rounding to form in a 
hurry. That fact prevented the Ried Sox 
from jumping into the lead earlier: 
fo unless Joe Wood breaks an arm or 
Tris Speaker loses an eye, it seems that 
the Red Sox have a mighty good chance of 
lingering in front. Jake Stahl is proving 
a surprise as a leader and is getting the 
best out of some mighty good material. 


Chances Against the Giants, 

In the event that the Red Sox would 
win the pennant, and be called on to play 
the Giants of the National League for 
the world’s championship, Joe Wood, of 
course, would be Jake Stahl’s trump card. 
This young speed demon is pitching bet- 
ter than ever. He has a record that ranks 
second only to the sensational work of 
Rube Marquard this year, and would be 
a hard man to beat in the title contest. 

The Giants, of course. would have a 
slight edge because of their previous ex- 
perience in a big show, but it would take 
the best possessions of Matty and Mar- 
quard to keep those murdering Boston 
hitters off the tow paths. 

The Nationals are in second place, and 
have to be ranked as pennant contenders. 
But American League enthusiasts shudder 
to think what the Giants would probably do 
to that bunch of kids in the world’s series 
if Herman Schaefer’s prediction should 
come true and the Washington and New 
York teams would meet, , 

With, Walter Johnson on the hill the 
chances of the Nationals in the games he 
pitches would be great. But Johnson couldn't 
pitch them all unless another flood spread 
the games over a couple of weeks. But any
